The resolution denouncing company unionism was 
strong and outspoken. It declared in part: 

“Whereas it is as difficult to find a needle in a hay- 
stack as it is to find a steel worker who will defend the 
company union; therefore 

“Be it resolved that the progressive representatives 
here assembled condemn the company union as a farce, 
a sham, an insult to the intelligence of steel workers, and 
a Rip Van Winkle form of collective bargaining, where 
the company union representatives try to bargain and the 
management actually does the collecting.” 

The conference indicated its general ‘principles by 
denouncing company unionism and endorsing the C. I. O., 
and it adopted a concrete program of action to guide the 
new officers of the C.LO. Representatives Council. 

Declaration of Principles 

The declaration of principle unanimously adopted de- 
clared that: 

“1. All steel workers be organized into a national 
industrial union. 

“2. Employee representatives use their influence to 
enroll the steel workers into the Steel Workers Organizing 
Committee’s campaign. 

“8. All steel workers be thoroughly informed by em- 
ployee representatives who know from experience that the 
company unions is a device of the management and totally 
unable to win any major concessions for the steel workers. 

“4. C.1.0. Employee Representatives remain inside 
the cmopany union for reasons obvious to all.” 

Resolution on Demands 

In approving the program of the C. I. O., the conference 
adopted the following resolution: 

“Be it now resolved: That the C.1.0. Representatives 
Council, here assembled, adopted the following wage de- 
mands and refer them to the Steel Workers Organizing 
Committee as our recommendations for consideration to 
the national convention of steel workers to be called in the 
near future, which cnvention will formulate demands for 
presentation to steel management: 

“1. $5 a day minimum for labor, and $1.24 a day 
increase for all employees receiving over $5 a day. 

“9 30-hour week, and five-day week. : 

“3. Paid vacations with pay of one week for all 
employees with two or more years of service, and two 
weeks’ paid vacations for five or more year service men. 

4. Time and one-half for overtime within the regu- 
lar working week, and double time for Sunday and holiday 


work.”

The chorus of “No’s” was far in the major- 
ity. In a manner known for years in racket- 
eering unions, Munholland declared that the 
motion, nonetheless, was passed. 

There was protest from the progressives 
and other honest trade unionists. There was 
loud protest. Whereupon Ryan threatened 
physical violence against the leaders of the 
progressives. His strong-arm men, showing 
knives and blackjacks, were there to see that 
the physical violence threat was carried out. 

But this gangster business did not work, 
for a bodyguard of trade unionists was 
formed for the protection of the progressive 
leader, Hoffman. The meeting, however, was 
precipitously brought to a close by the ma- 
chine. That was a sore admission of defeat— 
to which they have had to resort on three 
recent occasions. 

It is clear that a great change is taking 
place in New York’s central labor body. 
This is not the Tammany-controlled and 
gangster -dominated Central Trades and 
Labor Council that formerly droned out 
Ryan’s orders night after night. 

Ryan’s show of knives and blackjacks 
is not only a disgrace to the labor move- 
ment. It is also an indication of the fact 
that his back is up against the wall. 

The progressive forces can take courage 
from these developments. The progressive 
delegates, by regular attendance and by 
alertness at the meetings, can hasten the 
change. THey can clean out the New York 
Central Trades and Labor Council, making 
it the progressive, powerful instrument that 
it can become for the advancement of New 
York’s working people. 
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Proceedings That 
Deserve Serious Study 


Even those who run as they read can see 
more and more already that great events are 
ahead in the year about to open. 

The front pages of every newspaper are 
becoming replete with new occurrences that 
forecast even greater ones before many days 
have passed. 

November 3—election day—was not 
something that just turned up. The defeat 
of the blackest reaction on that day was 
an event fitting in with the tremendous 
struggles for the common people which 
lie immediately before us. 

The Central Committee of the Commu- 
nist Party has recently met and evaluated 
the lessons of the election campaign.
